WS. DECEIVED ‘BY 
WIRE-PULLERS? 


WIDESPREAD OPPOSITION. 


The so-called American plan for 


the neutralization of Shanghai is 
not an Ameriean plan at all, says 
George E, Sokolsky, writing in the 
North China Daily News. It was 
_| foneelved in Shanghai and wonder- 
fully fertilized with inaccurate in- 
formation . the American 
Government was led to sponsor a 
suggestion which is equally offen- 
sive. to all groups of governing

“The success of the plan depends 
upon the willingness of the mili- 
tarisis on all sides to bmit Shang- 
hai from their calculations. De- 
finitely,. it requires Marshal Sun 
Chuan- fang, who still holds. Kiang- 
au and most of Chekiang, 10 give 
up his principal port and his main 
source of revenue to an antagoni- 
atic group of local politicians and 
merchants, who could -use the mil- 
lions a month of Shanghai revenue 
to start a political party of their 
own, which could be used to agitate 
for his’ destruction in his own ter- 
ritory. ‘The propogal'is based won 
nn exceedingly uncertain promise 
of General Chiang K:i-shek’s that 
when his armies.roll from Hang- 
chow to Nanking, they will omit 
Shanghai. Why? It > is easy 
enough for General Chiang to make 


‘|such a promise to his fellow Che- 


kiang provincials when his forces 
have not even yeached -Yenchow, 
but should his troops ever come to 
Siranieaed or Huchow, why would 
chey keep away from, Shanghai, 
where the surtax revenue alone is 
more than n million Haikuan taels 
n' mionth and where the Chinese 
opium | merchants drive the most 
flourishipg trade in China? 
Yang: Sen were driven out of 
Tehang: for the opium revenue there, 
is il reasonable to believe that the 
“Nationalist” Government would 
miss a chance at Shangh#i?) The 
fatuity, of the scheme and Ameri- 
ca’s sponsorship of it are only 
further indications of the complete 
doyynfall of realism in the forcign 
Powers’ polices vis-a-vis of China. 


Insult to the North, 


To the North, the scheme is.a de- 
finite insult. Marshal Chang Tso- 
lin in his interview with Mr. Ket- 
chuni of the Daily Express, insisted 
upon the offence offered him by 
Great Britain, when the British 
Government continued to make 
every concessiun to the unfriendly 
South and ignored the friendly 
North. The: effects of this policy 
are evident, in the attitude:of the 
Waichiaopu and the Fengtien party 
toward foreign ‘ proposals 
foreign affairs. They are becom- 
ing incrensingly antagonistic, be- 
cause the northern militarists, who 
are not striving for imponderables, 
as Mr. Chen would say, aré very 
practical - -geutlemen and if they 
are convinecd that they-can got 
more out of the Powers ‘by antago- 


nism than by friendship, they will. 


pursuc’a policy of, antagonism. The 
American Government. in sponsor-

P The acing Pulsne-Judge (BMr.-J. HR 
By Nihil} heard a caso.in tho Sum- 
mary’ Court yesterday- afternoon in 
which the Texas Company of Quéén’s 
Buildings sued Mr. A. ¥. Lane, clvil 
engineer and architect for §145,50 for 
“work dono and materials supplied to 
‘a house at No, 4 Liberty Avenue, 
Homuntip. 

Mr. J. Armstrong’ “(Mesara. 
Deone arnpenred for the plhintiffs 
and Mr. F Vaux (Mesars Wilkin- 
son and Grist) for the defendant. 

Mr, Armstrong, opening the: case, 
said the work to the houso was car- 
‘ried out at tho requost of’ the de. 
fondant, the ‘materia! usod being 
Texacoat, which was manufactured by 
the Texas Company for waterproofing 
tiles and cement concrete. In May of 
‘last yent, the defendant approached 
the plaintiffs and asked for estimates 
for supplying two coats of Texacont 


to the roof of No, 4 Liborty Avenus, | 


Homuntin. After the premises had 
beon inspected, an estimate was given 
/which was accopted. This included 
thé laying of somo ‘Canton tiles along 
part of the parapet of the roof, which 
was in disrepair, and the application 
of two coats of tho. preparation, It 
was provided that if the two coats 
did not prevent the proof leaking, the 
plaintiffs would supply another coat 
free of charge, provided that. this 
was for the tiles and not to ‘any 
cracks which might develop due to a 
settlement of the building. Tho roof 
was 4 flat one. 

“The work was carried out’ towards 
the end of May last ycar, but it was 
not until after the very heavy rain 
in July that any question was raised 
by the defendant that anything was 
wrong with the job. Even then it 
was only a verbal complaint to- the 
plaintiffa’ manager, The first formal 
objection. was contained in a letter 
written on August 10th, 


a Jerrybullt Building. 


" ‘Tho plaintiffs contended, Mr. Arm- 
strong said, that the work contracted 
for was properly carried out in a 


workmanlike manner and that it was’ 
‘+ entirely due to the jerrybuilt. nature 


of the building that the roof was not 
made waterproof. Besides, the plain- 
tiffs had offered to apply’ a further 
“cont in accordance with their letter, 
but the offer was not accepted, 
The Judge: Was it a part of the 
contract to put three conty on? 
Mr. Armstrong: The Texas Company 
agreed to put a third ‘coht'on if the 
defendant could show that water had 
actually seaped through the tiles. 
The Judge: You say that you are 


now prepared to put a third coat on- 


if-you are’ shown places where the 
roof’ leaks? 

Mr. Armstrong: The plaintiffs 
have already ugreed to put it on, and 
are prepared to do so. now. «Mr.

freedom in ways that are ‘to be 
deplored. For &.few years they 
are carefree and happy, but when 
they rench the age of eighteen, 
employment tbecomes difficult to 
obtain because the new recruits 
are younger and chenper. 

' Mr. Fisher proposed to institute 
compulsory attendance at day 
continuation schools, but this sec- 
tion of his Act remaing a dead Jet- 
ter, and every year increases the 
difficulty of dealing rightly with 
the youth of the country, In the 
Repert of the Consultative Com- 
mittee it is urged that the problem 
should be attacked from a new 
angle, recognising two main truths 
which are new well-established. 
The first is that in all children the 
age of eleven marks the end of the 
primary stage.of mental life and 
the beginning of youth. /'The se- 
cond is that'a high regree of in- 
telligence and ability’ may reside 
in minds which ‘do not respond to 


traditional literary methods of in- | 


struction, but are. roused to ac-: 
tivity by manual work and practical 
experience. © . 

Hence the + Committee sug- 
gests that clementary schools 
should be reorganised so as to pro- 
vide primary training‘ up to 


the age of eleven for all pupils.. 


Then will follow the secondary 
stage’ in diverse forms according 
to the ascertained bent of each. 
Those of literary aptitude wil! 
proceed to a secondary course of 
the “grammar school” type. The 
rest will begin a secondary course 
of a “modern school” type, cover- 
ing four years, of which the last 
two will have. a definite relation.to 
trade und industry. . : 

The scheme involves an ultimate 
raising of the age of compulsory 


schooling to fifteen, but this may 


be justifie we cin 

developing practical! ability and a 
‘spirit of purposeful effort in youn 
workers. The cstimated cost. of 


raising the school age is five ‘mil- |~ 


lions, but against this may be set 
the direct saving in unemploy- 
ment grants if the present gap at 
eighteen were narrowed. The in- 
direct social benefit would. bring 
an ample return, and, our present 
expenditure on elementary educa- 
tion would be rendered more fruit- 
ful. .
